It is much too early to say, of 
course, who will be the candi- 
cates. Nor can one now estimate 
with any accuracy the emotional 
climate of two years hence. 


Greater Edge 

But it is not at all too early 
to say that more and more pieces 
of evidence tend to support the 
long-held belief that in November 
of 1958 the Democrats will win 
a greater edge in the Congress 
than they now possess. They also 
are quite likely io win some 
gubernatorial elections. 

There are three states where 
Democratic resurgence tends to 
offer potential straws for the 
winds of 1960. They are Maryland, 
California and Ohio. California 
seems the more significant of 
the three. In that state Demo- 
cratic registration has increased 
by more than a million. In the 
recent primaries Democratic 
nominee for governor, Attorney 
General Brown, received 500,000 
more votes than were cast for 
Sen. William Knowland, who won 
the GOP nomination. If the 
Democrat, now favored, wins in 
November the state will lose 
much of its influence in the na- 
tional convention. This, in turn, 
will reduce the influence of Vice 
President Nixon in the national 
convention. Indeed, if the vice 
president actively campaigns for 
nominee Knowland he will hurt 
himself, perhaps irreparably. 

In Ohio and Maryland the 
Democrats are showing increased 
strength and enthusiasm. Penn- 
sylvania, yet another state with 
a large number of electoral 
votes (32) is considered safely 
Democratic. 


Tidal Wave 

' §$o, while it is too early to be 
confident about 1960, if the trend 
continues, then the Democratic 
tidal wave will be too great to be 
stopped by any electoral bloc vote 
by four or five, or even six or 
seven, Southern states. And it is 
doubtful indeed that the total 
could be brought that high if a 
national victory seems assured. 
If Harry Truman couldn’t be de- 
feated by a similar plan in 1948, 
with the votes cast for a third 
candidate, then a great come- 
back of Democratic strength 
would certainly not be halted. 
Truman was at a very low ebb in 
1948 and Gov. Tom Dewey was 
regarded as a sure thing. 

If prosperity should come 
‘round again, and high living and 
fat contentment again fill the air, 
then the GOP would benefit mos! 
by a deep-South withdrawal. 

But either way it goes, one po- 
litical fact is sure—the South 
would not benefit either way It 
is a defensive plan conceived in 
desperation. It is aimed at one 
thing—stopping the orderly pro- 
cess of the two-party system in 
choosing a president. And that is 
not a good thing It seemingly is 
based on the fantastic concept- 
that the president will determine 
the school issue. 


But, whatever the several rea- | 


sons, nore is good enough to be- 
gin now a serious attempt to des- 
troy and nullify the operation of 
our two-party system.

Composer 
Blast Error 


MOSCOW (#\—The Central Com- 
mittee of the Soviet Communist 
party confessed Sunday it had 
erred in denouncing famed Soviet 
composers ior ‘formalism’ 10 
years ago. 

Among those thus exonerated of 


the charges advanced against 
them in tue time of Joseph Stalin 
were Dmitri Shostakovich, Aram 
Khachaturiar and the late Serge 
Prokofiev. 


In its apologia the Central Com- 
mittee blamed the mistakes of the 
February 1948 Central Committee 
decree on music on the dead Sta- 
lin, executed police boss Lavrenty 
Beria and disgraced G. M. Malen- 
kov and V. M. Molotov. 


But strangely, Sunday’s Central 
Committee pronouncement said 
nothing of the key responsibility 
in this affair of Andrei Zhdanov, 
leading Central Committee secre- 
tary under Stalin at the time of 
the music decree. He was Stalin’s 
hatchetman in arts and letters, 
and the author of the music de- 
cree. (Zhdanov died under mys- 
terious circumstances in the sum- 
mer of 1948.)

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Let’s End Sabotage 
Of Renewal Efforts 


The future of Atlanta’s beleaguered 
urban renewal efforts would be much 
brighter if some people who give lip 
gervice to the idea would quit sabotag- 
ing practical moves to get the program 
on the road. 

Last Thursday, for instance, the al- 
Germanic board’s zoning committee ve- 
toed a petition which would have opened 
a 250-acre southeast Atlanta tract for 
construction of 221 housing. These 
houses, of excellent construction, would 
have become homes for persons displaced 
by expressways and clearance programs 
for renewal. 

The committee’s action followed oppo- 
sition by the same determined group 
which insists it is not against urban 
renewal but which opposes any resettle- 
ment of persons displaced in the process. 
Actually the result of their opposition is 
to block renewal. In opposing controlled 
resettlement, they thus invite the chaos 
of uncontrolled housing development. 

This is not the first instance of block- 
ing resettlement programs in areas quite 
suited to it. Property zoned R-5 for 221 
housing has been upgraded to R-4. One 
by one areas considered suitable for 
relocation and of giving families now liv- 
ing in squalid. rental properties a chance 
to become homeowners are being elim- 
inated. 

Because of greed and _ selfishness, 
must Atlantans be denied the opportu- 
nity of decent living conditions? 

The fact still remains that urban re- 
newal is the most urgent problem now 
facing Atlanta. Admittedly controversial, 
it calls for top leadership and under- 
standing by the entire community. Its 
economic and social consequences alone 
should remove all major opposition to 
carrying it forward. Obstacles can and 
must be overcome. 

Somehow or other the community and 
the board of aldermen must agree on a 
program for clearance and redevelopment 
and relocation of housing that is as nearly 
complete in detail as possible. 

The aldermanic board. and its zoning 
cdmmittee cannot escape their responsi- 
bility for carrying this program forward. 
Their responsibility is to the whole com- 
munity and to its future and not to pres- 
sure groups as their recent actions would 
indicate. 

Let’s end this quibbling ard lip serv- 
ice to urban renewal and face up to the 
necessity for action. Surely Atlantans 
have more civic pride than to indulge 
a continuation of spreading blight.

Steps Taken To Avoid 


Plane Collisions Here 


Plans for forming a flight safety or- 
ganization to guard against air collisions 
in the Atlanta area have been announced 
by Leo Sullivan, chief engineering test 
pilot for Lockheed’s Georgia Division. 

Pilots and operations officers of mili- 
tary and commercial agencies attending 
a preliminary conference already have 
decided to make detailed studies of all 
flight operations in the Atlanta area. 
Their findings will help alert civilian and 
military pilots as to what type of flying 
is in progress at all times. 

Another step toward increased flight 
safety is the decision to install a more 
effective type of runway approach light- 
ing at the Atlanta Airport. 

These moves, together with tightened 
CAA regulations following a series of air 
collisions in other parts of the country, 
should accomplish a great deal toward 
eliminating some of the hazards caused 
by increased flight traffic. 

The Atlanta Airport has an excellent 
record although there has been a number 
of near-misses over the area. In fact, the 
safety score aloft is much better than it 
is on the ground where there has been a 
rash of fatal accidents in recent days. 

Even so, it is comforting to see addi- 
tional precautions being taken to avoid 
aerial disasters in the area.

De Gaulle Moves Fast 
And With Great Courage 


Premier De Gaulle continues to show 
extraordinary courage in dealing with 
the Algerian military insurrection, the 
insurrection which actually brought him 
to power. He has told the All-Algeria 
Public Safety Committee, set up by re- 
bellious armed forces, that its authority 
must come to an end. 

There is, of course, continued re- 
sistance to republican authority in Al- 
geria. De Gaulle still may be unable to 
bring it under control. But it must be 
said to his eternal credit that in using his 
great prestige in the attempt to do so, 
he has confounded those who saw in 
his efforts only an ambition to become 
military dictator of France. 

De Gaulle has been moving rapidly 
before the insurgents have time to regain 
the upper hand. He has named.the head 
of the military junta, Gen. Raoul Salan, 
as his own delegate general in Algeria. 
He has assumed personal control of Alge- 
rian affairs. 

The simplicity of his solution to the 
Algerian strife—to conciliate everybody 
—will be difficult to carry out. But the 
Moslems and the French in Algeria are 
weary of a continuation of the strife. He 
has offered amnesty and equality to the 
Moslems who have opposed discrimina- 
tory French rule. 

By far the greatest of his problems is 
a settlement in Algeria. If De Gaulle can 
accomplish that, the task of constitu- 
tional reform and an ending of the pa- 
ralysis of the Fourth Republic very well 
might follow. 

At least for the time being, the French 
and their friends throughout the world 
welcome an end to the inaction and pro- 
gressive deterioration of organized gov- 
ernment in France. They also are pleas- 
antly surprised to find that De Gaulle 
himself seems a far different man from 
the disappointed and bitter general who 
helped organize the Fourth Republic.

Have you ever sat down to eat where there 
was not a container of salt available there on the 
table? I don’t think I have. But I never had

If a Tennessean should return one 
day to the White House to vindi- 
cate the memory of that state's 
Andrew Johnson in that office, 
this would not necessarily mean 
an end to the national apartness 
of the Deep South. 

For such a border state candi- 
date—Gore specifically in the 
present discussion—would never 
be a happy choice of the Deep 
Southerners. They might take him 
as a matter of expediency, but 
he could never really reflect 
their views.

They invited me to preach at 
the Central Kansas Methodist 
Conference which would meet in 
Hutchinson, Kan. I had never 
heard of that town. But now I 
know that the salt that has been 
on my table through the years 
came from there. 

Way back in prehistoric times 
there was an inland sea in that 
part of this continent. Gradually 
the sea dried up and left the 
earth covered with deep layers 
of pure salt. The earth shifted 
and the layers of salt were 
pressed into solid rock salt. 

Thousands and thousands of 
years passed by until in i889 en- 
gineers searching for oil acci- 
dentally discovered this great 
natural storehouse of salt at 
Hutchinson, Kan. Mining engi- 
neers then investigated and re- 
ported the size of this deposit to 
be approximately 100 miles by 40 
miles in area and about 325 feet 
thick. ‘They estimate there is 
enough salt there to supply the 
entire needs of the United States 
for more than 250,000 years. 

They showed me how they 
mined the rock salt out of the 
earth which is used for industrial 
purposes such as road construc-

e. Fresh water is forced 
through the small pipe and dis- 
solves the solid rock salt into a 
brine. The brine is forced up 
through the larger pipe to settling 
tanks at the evaporating plant. 
Then begins a highly technical 
process of producing pure salt 
for human consumption, They ex- 
plained the process to me but I 
never did fully understand it.

As I watched the people 
working in the salt mines and the 
big plants, I realized that I have 
salt on my table because of their 
labors.

Germans Hail ‘Teddy,’ 


Roosevelt Centenary 


GIENGEN, Germany (#—For toymakers of Gien- 
gen, one U.S. President towers above all others and Sun- 
ys Avery they honored him with a colorful parade and folk 


The wie hero is Theodore 
Roosevelt and his fame here has 
nothing to do with San Juan Hill, 
the big stick, or Bull. Moose poli- 
tics. He is revered here as the 
man for whom the Teddy bear 
was named. 


TEDDY’S ORIGIN 


This little Wuerttemberg town 
is the birthplace of the Teddy 
bear toy whose fame by now is 
worldwide. Toymaker Richard 
Steiff of Giengen produced the 
first Teddy bear sample in 1903 
but it caused no immediate sen- 
sation. 


The bear’s peak success followed 
the wedding of President Roose- 
velt’s daughter Alice in the White 
House in 1906. According to local 
legend, it happened this way: 

The caterer for the wedding re- 
ception, searching for an original 
table decoration, spotted the novel 
bear toy in a store window and 
hit on the idea of using it on the 
table. Keyed to Roosevelt's enthu- 
siasm for hunting and outdoor 
sports, the bears were posed on 
the table clothed and equipped as 
woodsmen, hunters and fishermen. 


HEAVY DEMAND 


One of the President's friends, 
unable to determine just what kind 
of bear the toy represented, de- 
clared it should be known as a 
“Teddy bear,” giving it the Pres- 
ident’s own nickname. 

Heavy demand for the suddenly 
fashionable Teddy bear brought 
unprecedented prosperity for the 
Steiff company and for Giengen 
in the next few years. 

The parade was a highlight of 
the Steiff company’s year-long 
celebration of. Roosevelt’s 100th 
birthday. A_ lifesize figure of 
Roosevelt, complete with pince- 
nez and Rough Rider uniform and 
sitting astride a huge stuffed-toy 
horse, was towed on a float by 
men in cowboy costumes. 

Other floats carried huge Teddy 
bear eures Me derious animal 
toy produ lengen. 

In gratitude for the good for- 
tune stemming from Giengen’s 
rather accidental link with Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, the townspeople 
joined the toymakers in the cele- 
bration. Thousands crowded the 
streets to watch the parade and 
hear short speeches by the mayor, 
U.S. military representatives, and

The Prime Minister’s remarks 
were couched in the most general 
terms and he made no reference 
to concrete problems such as 
those he will discuss with President 
Eisenhower. But the Prime Minis- 
ter did say that the U.S. and the 
British Commonwealth must 
match political and economic 
thought to the advances in science. 

“Whether it be in a great com- 
monwealth like ours or a great 
continent like yours, we can no 
longer afford to think parochial- 
ly,” he said. 

The struggle with the Commu- 
nist world need not end in war or 
the triumph of revolutionary com- 
munism, he asserted. He said that 
the free world must keep its guard 
up, but he added that he thought 
the Soviet people themselves 
would change in time. 

“In the long view,’ Macmillan 
said, “I cannot believe that a 
country like Soviet Russia, devel- 
oping so rapidly in all the tech- 
nical, scientific and material im- 
provements of life, will not in due 
course be subjected to the normal 
developments of all civilized peo- 
ple.” 

Macmillan arrived in Indianap- 
olis at 1 p.m. from Washington in 
the chartered British Overseas 
Airline Britannia and rode to 
Greencastle in the limousine of In- 
diana Gov. Harold W. Handley.

When he started to swing again, 
I shot him.” 

Willie Countryman was one of 
two Negroes who died after tang- 
ling with Cherry. Countryman 
died almost immediately from 
one shot. James Brazier died 
about a week after being struck 
with what police reported was a 
blackjack. (The Post said he was 
hit twice with a gun.) 

According to the Post, the “‘at- 
mosphere of fear’’ began Sunday, 
April 20, when Brazier was struck. 
The Post quoted an iunidentified 
Negro witness as saying Brazier 
was struck twice with a gun and 
was “senseless” the following 
morning, and had to be carried to 
mayor's court. 


Cherry said he and another of- 
ficer arrested Brazier because the 
Negro had interferred earlier in 
the day when police were arrest- 
ing his father, O’Dell Brazier, on 
a drunk-driving charge. 

Cherry said he had arrested 
Brazier several times previously 
on drunk and disorderly charges. 

‘‘He never gave me much trou- 
ble except when he was drink- 
ing,”’ Cherry said. “He was drunk 
and wild-eyed this time and said, 
‘y’all ain’t got no right to lock 
me up and aint’ no . . . damn 
body gonna lock me up’.” 


SWUNG AND MISSED 

Cherry said Brazier swung at 
him and missed

sand,” Cherry said, ‘‘so I pulled 
out my black-jack and hit him 
to get him under control.”

Officer Robert Hancock, who

Evgeny Federov, a member of 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences, 
said in an article in the govern- 
ment newspaper Izvestia that the 
“tens of thousands’ of weather 
observation stations on earth 
were not sufficient. 

“In particular, the vast spaces 
of the oceans are virtually blank 
spots” in present meteorological 
maps, he said. 

Five or six artificial earth sat- 
ellite ‘“‘observatories’’ probably 
would be enough to supply vir- 
tually uninterrupted information 
to meteorologists on the ground, 
Federov said.

My friend, a patient, aging woman who lives a life of tem- 
perance and moderation, plainly thought I was giving her a flip 
answer to cover up some nefarious errand.

United Artists has a new movie called ‘“The Vikings” ‘(adapted 
froth a novel by Augusta’s Edison Marshall and starring Kirk 
Douglas, Tony Curtis, Ernest Borgnine and Janet Leigh) and 
they invited 60 newspaper people from all over the United States 
to converge on New York for a preview. These writers run mostly 
to movie editors, including Atlanta’s Paul Jones and John Ward, 
but they also number magazine and feature writers and columnists 
from California and Texas and the Midwest and New England. 


Seeing the movie is only part of it. They quartered us at the 
Park Sheraton Hotel and immediately launched a round of en- 
tertainment at such spots as “21” and Danny’s Hideaway just to 
keep us from coming down with loneliness or ennui. They send us 
presents, model Viking ships to take home to the children, flowers 
to brighten our rooms and food and drink in case we should 
weaken and waste away between bouts with roast beef and ses- 
sions with Cornish hens and wild rice. 


While the visiting press is being entertained elsewhere the 
local press and habitues of Times Square are blinking their eyes 
to adjust them to a new and unbelievable addition to the galaxy 
of unbelievable signs in the neon firmament—a half-acre Nor- 
weigian fjord flowing 70 feet over Broadway. Perched precariously 
in the air, Kirk Douglas swayed 70 feet over Broadway the day 
we arrived to dash a bottle of water from the Hardangersfjord in 
Norway against the towering serpent figurehead of a 261-foot Viking 
ship, the main figure in what is said to be ‘“‘the world’s largest 
motion picture display.”
